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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 24,26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is no proper antecedent basis for 'the 
components' in claim 24, line 2. In claim 24, line 1 1 , which 'means for connecting' is 
being referred to? In claim 26, how can there be 'at least about 150 sample containers' 
when claim 25 only claims 'about 150 sample containers. Clarification is requested. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claims 1-6,8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gautsch et al. This patent discloses in figures 1-4 a process and apparatus for treating 
material in containers including vibrating the containers to provide for a horizontal and 
vertical movement of the containers. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
tile prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25.26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Moore et al. This patent discloses the basic process steps of treating material in 
sample containers by rapidly moving the containers in both horizontal and vertical 
directions (within an arcuate flow path). The exact amount of containers used within the 
process would have been an obvious design choice only based on the desired end 
results i.e. more samples needed. Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Moore et al by using a larger support means to enable 
more containers to be located therein since such a modification would have been well 
within the scope of one skilled in the art. 

Claims 7,9-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gautsch et al. The limitations of these claims would have been obvious design choices 
As they either solve no stated problems or are well known in the art. For example, the 
type of vibrator used would have been a design choice only once it was known to 
vibrate the containers as in Gautsch et al. Also, the exact location of the springs would 
have been a design choice only once their use was known as in the patent and because 
their location solves no stated problem. 

Conclusion
